Because  it  relates  a  perennial  truth  the  story  of  Christmas  bears  repeating  over 
and  over  again,  especially  in  this  non-traditional  age  of  ours  when  the  significance  of 
Christmas  has  been  so  largely  forgotten  or  distorted. 

We  may  well  wonder  about  the  significance  of  this  tradition  which  we  preserve 
year  after  year,  though  sometimes  reluctantly. 

How  deep  the  Christmas  tradition  really  is  can  only  be  hinted  at,  even  with  the 
findings  of  anthropology  and  studies  in  comparative  religion,  myths  and  symbols. 
However,  modern  research  in  these  fields  does  provide  helpful  clues  toward  recogniz- 
in  the  archetypal  nature  of  Christmas.  For  one  thing  it  has  been  established  that  the 
festival  of  Christmas  is  not  exclusively  a  Christian  Holy  Day  to  commemorate  the  birth 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  December  25th  has  been  the  birthday  of  many  savior  gods,  most 
notably  that  of  the  Persian  Mithra,  early  rival  of  Christianity.  According  to  Harold 
Bayley  in  his  work,  TJie  Lost  Language  of  Symbolism,  "the  25th  day  of  the  twelfth 
month  in  the  year  was  the  birthday  of  Zas,  the  Savior  Sun  of  Ancient  China,  and  it 
was  also  the  birthday  of  the  Egyptian  gods  Osiris  and  Horus,  of  the  Greek  Dionysus, 
of  the  Hindu  Vishnu,  and  of  the  Syrian  Tammuz."  Long  before  its  conversion  to 
Christianity  Britain  had  a  festival  celebrating  the  New  Year  on  December  25th. 

The  archetypal  significance  of  this  universally  celebrated  birthday  is  today  per- 
haps most  clearly  preserved  in  our  customary  greeting  at  this  season,  in  which  we  link 
"Merry  Christmas"  with  "Happy  New  Year."  Unfortunately,  the  particular  calendar 
which  we  have  adopted  obscures  the  identity  of  the  two,  and  the  fact  that  Christmas 
marks  a  perennial  renewal.  Actually  the  New  \ear  begins,  not  on  Jan.  ]st,  but  with  the 
winter  solstice,  which  occurs  approximately  on  December  23rd.  From  the  very  ancient 
times  this  most  critical  period  has  represented  to  man  the  climax  of  a  year-long  drama, 
enacted  over  and  over  again.  For  a  period  of  six  months,  beginning  with  the  midsum- 
mer solstice,  the  sun's  domination  of  each  twenty-four  hours  is  decreased,  day  after 
day,  by  the  rising  power  of  darkness.  The  night  closes  in,  and  as  the  traditions  of 
Hallowe'en  should  remind  us,  witches  and  ghosts  are  abroad  to  threaten  every  mortal 
soul.  But,  in  the  archetypal  imagery  of  fairy  tales,  the  Hero,  the  Son  garbed  in  gold,

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OUR  CONSTITUTION:  A  MATTER  OF 
PRACTICAL  CONCERN 

A  year  ago,  on  December  16,  1964,  the  world  lost  one  of  its  great 
men,  Alexander  Meiklejohn.  It  was  of  urgent  concern  to  him  that  the 
citizens  of  this  country,  faced  with  what  he  knew  to  be  a  crucial  phase  in 
human  history,  should  know  and  understand  the  legal  and  philosophical 
roots  of  American  life. 

"Our  Constitution,  as  it  now  actually  functions  in  our  daily  life,  has 
become  a  matter  of  immediate  practical  concern  to  all  of  us.  It  is  no  longer 
merely  an  ancient  document  to  which  we  owe  reverent  and  remote  affection. 
It  is  now  a  living  influence  with  regard  to  which  difficult  decisions  must 
constantly  be  made.  And  so  important  are  these  decisions  for  all  of  us  in 
our  daily  concerns  that  any  intelligent  mind  that  is  brought  within  their 
range  must  be  stirred  to  that  strenuous  attempt  at  understanding  which  is 
adult  education. 

"Our  Constitution,  as  the  foundation  of  our  legal  system,  gives  an.  ap- 
proach to  the  underlying  ideas  and  values  of  our  social  order  such  as  no 
other  line  of  study  afjords.  If  we  could  understand  our  Constitution,  if  we 
could  comprehend  the  views  of  human  nature  and  of  human  society  which 
find  expression  in  it,  if  we  could  follow  with  clearness  of  vision  the  lines 
of  interpretation  by  which  its  meaning  has  grown  and  has  been  adjusted  to 
a  changing  situation,  if  we  could  trace  the  forces  within  our  society  by 
which  those  lines  of  interpretation  have  been  influenced  and  determined, 
we  should  see,  as  in  no  other  way  it  can  be  seen,  the  American  mind  at 
work."* 

Towards  this  end  KPFA  will  present  a  series  of  live  discussions  on 
constitutional  law  as  it  impinges  on  current  issues.  The  first  program 
WHEN  DOES  DISSENT  BECOME  SEDITION  will  be  heard  on  Novem- 
ber 29  at  10:00  p.m.  The  second  program  THE  CITIZEN  AND  THE 
POLICE  will  be  heard  on  December  20  at  10:15  p.m.  The  audience  will 
be  invited  to  ask  questions.

ultimately  overpowers  the  Black  Knight  and  his  hosts  of  the  nether  world.  The  noisemaking  and 

general  cacophony  which  accompany  our  New  Year  celebrations  to  this  very  day  are  reminiscent 

of  ancient  man  shouting  down  the  devils  which  preside  over  darkness. 

When  the  sun  begins  its  journey  of  return,  the  New  Year  is  born,  and  with  it  all  the  hopes  of 
health  and  prosperity  which  we  express  at  this  time.  Christ  said,  "I  came  that  ye  may  have  life 
more  abundantly." 

It  was  not  until  the  4th  century  that  the  Church  officially  set  December  25th  as  the  day  on 
which  the  birth  of  Jesus  was  to  be  celebrated.  I  do  not  think  that  this  belated  acceptance  of  De- 
cember 25th  as  the  Nativity  is  merely  a  concession  to  pagan  traditions,  as  many  have  interpreted 
it.  Rather  it  underlines  the  essential  Reality  of  Christ,  and  reveals  the  indestructible  and  compelling 
power  of  the  Archetype — the  same  power  which  also  determined  the  birthdays  of  Mithra,  Osiris, 
Dionysus,  and  all  the  others;  the  same  power  which  was  celebrated  in  the  great  Fire  Festivals 
throughout  pre-Christian  Europe  and  .which  persisted  .far  into  the  Christian  era. 

The  sun,  as  the  great  source  of  light  and  warmth  in  the  world,  is  not  only  the  symbol  without 
peer  of  the  archetypal  Creator  and  Sustainer  of  all  life.,  but  also  represents  the  archetypal  Fire,  the 
Great  Purifier,  the  Adversary  of  the  darkness  which  is  spiritual  ignorance. 

Fire  festivals  were  held  at  summer  as  well  as  winter  solstices  in  primitive  Europe.  How  long 
ago  these  fire  festivals  began  is  not  known.  Among  Celts,  Germans  and  Slavs,  the  sacred  fire  was 
annually  renewed,  ignited  by  the  friction  of  two  pieces  of  oak  wood.  On  Christmas  Eve  in  early 
Britain,  enormous  candles  were  lit  along  with  the  Yule  Log,  "that  night  might  be  turned  into  day."

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The  veneration  with  which  the  oak  was  regarded  in  primitive  Europe,  particularly  by  the  Druids, 
has  been  interpreted  as  a  worship  of  tree  spirits.  True,  the  oak  provided  food,  timber  for  shelter, 
and  fuel  for  fires.  But  this  is  not  all,  for  the  oak  also  supports  a  "Golden  Bough"— the  mistletoe. 
Like  the  sun,  the  mistletoe  is  symbolic  of  life-everlasting.  It  remains  green  while  the  tree  is  leafless. 
Its  waxen  berries  of  pale  golden  white  are  like  pearls— the  symbolic  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  Supreme 
Wisdom. 

Bayley  has  suggested  that  the  custom  of  the  Christian  mistletoe  kiss  was  originally  a  quasi- 
religious  pledge  of  atonement,  reconciliation,  and  good  will.  The  kissing  bunch,  or  kissing  ball  of 
old  England  consisted  of  two  hoops  looped  into  each  other  at  right  angles,  each  hoop  garlanded 
with  holly,  ivy  or  other  greens,  to  which  were  added  paper  roses,  red  apples,  and  oranges.  Beneath 
all  this  the  mistletoe  was  hung.  An  important  element  of  these  kissing  balls  is  their  evergreen  hoops 
which  intersect  one  another.  Green  is  the  time-honored  symbol  of  earth  and  the  perpetuity  of 
Nature.  The  circle  is  a  perennial  symbol  of  heaven  and  Spirit.  The  kissing  ball  may  belong  to  a 
forgotten  past,  but  the  kiss  beneath  the  mistletoe  persists,  as  does  the  wreath  hung  in  our  windows 
or  at  the  entrance  to  our  home.  The  house  is  an  archetypal  symbol  of  the  body,  while  its  openings- 
doors,  windows  and  chimneys — are  symbols  of  the  spirit,  or  rather  of  the  free  access  which  spirit 
has  to  us  and  we  to  spirit.  We  place  the  Christmas  wreath  significantly  at  openings  rather  than 
on  obstructing  walls. 

The  use  of  holly,  or  other  red-berried  evergreens  at  Christmas,  further  -symbolizes  the  union  of 
the  two  in  one,  for  red,  the  very  symbol  of  life  itself,  represents  both  body  and  spirit.  However, 
among  colors,  white  is  the  archetypal  symbol  of  wholeness  and  purity,  which  we  represent  by  the 
simulated  carpet  of  snow  beneath  the  Christmas  tree. 

In  addition  to  these  traditional  colors  associated  with  Christmas  there  are  also  gold  and  silver, 
perennial  symbols  of  the  sun  and  the  moon,  the  day  and  the  night.  The  intrinsic  luminosity  and 
splendor  of  gold  is  associated  both  with  royalty  and  with  cosmic  Perfection.  It  is  the  great  treasure 
concealed  in  the  darkness  of  earth.  Silver,  representing  the  female  principle  in  all  creation,  is  the 
subdued  illuminator  of  the  night.  But,  like  the  small  flame  of  a  candle  in  an  otherwise  dark  room, 
the  silver  moon  also  carries  with  it  the  promise  of  enlightenment.  However,  in  this  night-time  role, 
the  moon  is  not  alone.  The  stars  are  as  ten  thousand  shining  eyes  in  the  heavens,  infinitesimal 
images  of  the  Sun  Himself.  Silver  is  also  symbolic  of  rain— the  heaven-sent  droplets  which  sus- 
tain the  ever-greenness  of  Nature. 

These,  in  brief,  are  the  symbols  which  comprise  our  Christmas  tree,  which  is  actually  a  Tree 
of  Life:  the  evergreen  fir,  with  its  flame-like  pyramidal  shape;  the  tiny  lights  and  glistening  balls 
hung  upon  its  branches  like  microcosmic  suns  to  dispel  the  night ;  and  silver  strands  of  "rain"  that 
will  renew  life  on  earth.  We  encircle  this  tree  with  garlands  of  tinsel  or  popcorn,  symbolic  of  the 
devious  labyrinth  which  is  ever  a  part  of  the  quest  to  find  the  Self.  And  on  top  we  place  a  guiding 
morning  star,  herald  of  the  new-born  Day. 

Beneath  this  tree  we  place  our  gifts.  However,  an  earlier  tradition  pertaining  to  the  Christmas 
gift  is  also  maintained.  Modern  children,  as  their  forebears,  on  the  night  before  Christmas  hang 
their  stockings  over  the  hearth  or  at  the  foot  of  their  bed,  in  anticipation  of  Santa  Claus's  visit. 

Santa  Claus  is  no  real  person  in  the  sense  of  being  a  man  of  flesh  and  blood— a  part  of  the 
reality  which  is  always  changing.  But  in  the  guise  of  a  man,  Santa  Claus  is  a  symbol  of  the  reality 
which  is  eternal. 

In  Europe  Santa  Claus  is  known  as  St.  Nicholas,  and  there  is  a  tradition  that  there  once  lived 
a  man  by  this  name.  His  birthday  is  still  observed  in  many  places  on  December  6th.  He  is  said  to 
have  been  a  bishop  in  Lycia  around  the  third  century,  and  persecuted  by  the  Romans  of  that 
time.  However,  according  to  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  there  is  no  single  incident  in  connection 
with  this  early  Christian  bishop  and  martyr  which  can  be  confimed  historically,  and  everything 
that  has  come  down  to  us  is  of  'a  purely  legendary  character. 

Santa  Claus  is  always  dressed  in  red  and  white— white  the  symbol  of  wholeness  and  perfection, 
red  the  color  of  the  sun,  symbolic  of  life  and  of  the  spirit.  During  the  dark  and  mysterious  night— 
that  is  to  say,  from  the  hidden  mystery  of  the  unconscious — Santa  Claus  comes  to  us  through  the 
heavens  in  a  chariot  drawn  by  reindeer.  The  branching  antlers  of  the  reindeer  are  like  the  rays  of 
the  rising  sun,  while  Santa's  round  red  face  and  rotund  body  symbolize  the  Sun  himself.  There  is 
an  additional  and  perhaps  quite  esoteric  symbolism  hidden  in  Santa's  reindeer,  for  once  every  year 
the  male  deer  sheds  his  antlers  and  grows  a  new  set.  At  least  this  physiological  fact  is  an  interesting 
parallel  to  the  sun's  renewal  at  the  winter  solstice,  marking  the  death  of  the  old  year  and  the 
birth  of  the  new.  But,  of  course,  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas  is  not  merely  to  celebrate  the 
birth  of  the  New  Year.
